SAIGON (AP) — A U.S. B52 com- 


mander was credited by the Air Force 
today with saving top-secret electronic 
equipment from falling into North 
Vietnamese hands by guiding his 
crippled bomber into friendly territory 
before it crashed. 


"It was a masterful job," said one 


senior Air Force official, speaking about 
Capt. Norbert J. Ostrozny, 30, of 
Lackawana, N.Y., the aircraft com- 
mander. "He did it with sheer skill and 
bravery." 


Earlier, Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird sent congratulations to Os- 
trozny. 


"He went beyond and above the call 


of service in order to bring that aircraft 
into Thailand after it had been hit and 


damaged," Laird said in Washington. 


It was the first B52 reported lost as the 


result of enemy fire in 7'/2 years of 
operations in Indochina. 


Ostrozny was not injured. But his 


navigator, Capt. Robert L. Estes, 32, of 
Abilene, Tex., was wounded by shell 
fragments that pentrated the aircraft 
and the copilot, Capt. Philip Foley, 26, of 
Fair Haven, Vt., suffered a fracture of 
his right ankle when he landed in the 
dark. 


The three other crewmen, all unin- 


jured, were identified as Maj. Larry T. 
Stephens, 35, also of Abilene, the elec- 
tronic-warfare officer; Maj. Adam Rech, 
35, also of Abilene, the radar navigator, 
and S. Sgt. Ronald W. Sellers, 28, of 
Waco, Tex., the tail gunner.

Hijacker 
shot in 
Germany 


FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) — 


Police sharpshooters, firing through a 
partly opened airplane door, shot and 
killed a gunman today and freed 
unharmed a stewardess hostage held 
nearly 24 hours aboard an Air Canada 
jetliner at Frankfurt airport, police 
reported. 


Police Director Horst Vogel, who 


headed the 150 policemen at the airport, 
told newsmen that "colleagues with 
special training were under orders to 
shoot the hijacker in a crystal clear 
situation that would not endanger the 
hostage." 


The hostage was Margit Sommer, 31, 


a German-born Canadian, who was 
rescued when police stormed aboard the 
DCS after gunning down 
the 


middle-aged hijacker. 


Miss Sommer had been seized by the 


revolver-carrying gunman Friday af- 
ternoon aboard the plane. He ordered 
the plane's other six crewmen off and 
then began issuing widely fluctuating 
demands to free various persons being 
held in West German jails. 


He set a 3 p.m. — 9 a.m. EST — 


deadline today for his demands, which 
ranged from freeing a Czech hijacker 
awaiting trial for murder to the release 
of jailed members of the West German 
Baader-Memhof anarchist gang.

namese antiaircraft fire in southern 
Laos near the provincial capital of 
Saravane. 


The two American crewmen, John H. 


Bannerman of Fairfield, Calif., and 
Charles McCarthy of New Richmond, 
Wis., were killed. 


Air America is backed by the U.S. 


Central Intelligence Agency. 


The Air America plane was the 10th 


American aircraft lost in Indochina in 
the past five days, one of the heaviest 
tolls in several months. Total U.S. 
casualties in the losses are six killed and 
three missing. Eleven airmen were res- 
cued. 


Officials indicated the raids had a 


political objective as well as a military 
one: to signal Hanoi that the United 
States will not let up its bombardment 
below the 20th parallel until a Paris 
peace agreement is concluded.

encountered in the efforts to reach a 
cease-fire agreement, Ziegler said, " I 
would caution you against any exces- 
sive speculation." He added that both 
sides "are negotiating seriously." 


The presidential spokesman said it 


had been mutually agreed "not to dis- 
cuss the substance of the talks or 
characterize them in any way what- 
soever." It was the U.S. position, Ziegler 
said, not to sign a final agreement "until 
the agreement is right." 


Kissinger met in the Paris suburb of 


Choisy-le-Roi for approximately two 
hours Saturday morning with North 
Vietnamese negotiators Tho and Xuan 
Thuy. Deputy U.S. National Security 
adviser Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr. was 
in on the talks in what Ziegler said was 
a different format — "a smaller group." 


At the end they agreed to resume 


meeting Dec. 4 in Paris. 


Ziegler said Kissinger reported to the

Man survives on faith 


CHICAGO (AP) —Because of his anti-Communist sym- 


pathies Vasile Posteuca was forced to leave his native 
Romania, his young wife and two small children in 1941. 


He spent a year in the infamous Nazi concentration camp 


at Buchemvald and did not see his wife, Zamfira, again until 
1968. He never again will see the homeland about which he 
wrote widely published pastoral poetry. 


This fall Posteuca, who had been teaching linguistics at 


Mankato State University in Minnesota, learned he was 
dying of stomach cancer. 


Still. Friday night, the 60-year-old Posteuca praised God. 
In his arms, he once again held his daughter, Doma Vircoi, 


34, who had waged a three week battle against red tape in 
Bucharest to obtain a passport allowing her to visit her 
father and family and fulfill one of his last wishes. 


"My faith in God kept me from dying," Posteuca told the 


30 reporters, photographers and television cameramen 
gathered around his bedside at Columbus Hospital to view 
the reunion. Also at his side was his wife, and his son, Doru, 
33, of Kaspta, Minn. 
^His doctors said Posteuca, 60, should have been dead two 


weeks ago; but, as he drew his gray, wasted body into a 
sitting position, he said, "I feel great, I never felt greater 


Mrs. Vircol's efforts to obtain a passport twice were 


stymied when authorities refused her a visa Friends said 
this was because of her father's outspoken attitude against 
the Communist regime in Romania. Finally, after a wave of 
public opinion embarrassed Romanian officials into grant- 
ing her request. 


Mrs. Vircol's visa is renewable for up to six months. Dr 


Alexander Ronnett, Posteuca's physician and personal 
friend, indicated Mrs. Vircoi would remain in the United

"self-serving" version of the facts. 


There were widespread reports 


Friday that Kissinger and Tho had run 
into serious difficulties after talking for 
a total of more than 20 hours in what 
Kissinger said would be the final secret 
session to clarify minor points in the 
agreement. 


Kissinger conferred with French 


Foreign Minister Maurice Schumann 
for 45 minutes, apparently to assure him 
that the United States remains hopeful 
of an early settlement. Schumann later 
took the unusual step of issuing a 
Foreign Ministry statement asserting 
that "the pessimistic rumors on Viet- 
nam were highly exaggerated." 


The Washington Post story said Kis- 


singer had informed Tho when they 
resumed their secret talks Monday that 
the United States, in deference to ob- 
jections from South Vietnam's 
President Nguyen Van Thieu, no longer 
was willing to go along with some major 
concessions it made in the October 
draft. 


These included the toleration of 


North Vietnamese troops in certain 
areas of South Vie tnam and the creation 
of a Council of National Conciliation — 
composed of the Saigon government, 
the Viet Cong and neutralists — to 
organize elections under international 
control. 


Thieu has described the agreement as 


a sellout and has warned the United 
States he will not accept any deal made 
against his will. 


The Washington Post said that Tho, 


angered by the American reversal, 
promptly threatened to withdraw the 
concessions made by Hanoi in the Oc- 
tober draft. 


These included abandonment of the 


old Communist demand for a simul- 
taneous political and military 
settlement and agreement to allow

The union chiefs agreed their men 


would resume work after the govern- 
ment said it would negotiate salary 
increases "in the near future" and 
released several labor leaders jailed 
when the strike began.

Thursday to protest recent government 
austerity measures, i n c l u d i n g a 
two-thirds devaluation of the peso, and 
government charges that unions were 
being infiltrated by leftist elements.

which beat Golden State 100-96. 


Robertson, celebrating his 34th 


birthday with 16 points and 10 assists, 
also did a remarkable defensive job on 
Archibald, lightning quick and 10 years 
younger. Robertson guarded Archibald 
much of the way after he had burned 
Lucius Allen for nine points in the first 
nine minutes. 


But Kings' Coach Bob Cousy said 


Robertson should share the credit with 
Milwaukee's 7-foot-2 Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar, who also scored 26 points and 
used his height advantage of at least 13 
inches to shut off Archibald's lanes to 
the basket. 
"Oscar may be 34. but a guy 24 would 
have just as much trouble because no 
one is as quick as Nate is," Cousy said. 
"He'll get by anybody—I don't cafe who

works for DNR 


MANITOWOC.'Wis. (AP) — Did you 


ever have someone walk up to you 
carried a nice string of fish to your car 
and ask to check the weight of the fish 
and where you caught them? 


He's not being overly curious. He's 


just doing his job. 


His official title is creel census clerk, 


and he is an employe of the Wisconsin 
Department of Natural Resources. 


The job is to keep track of where fish 


are being caught and what size they are. 


If you're in the Manitowoc area, the 


man asking the questions during the 
fishing season is Jim Baumgart. 


Around Kewaunee-Door County, it 


would be Chuck Whitte. 


The job of a creel census clerk is a 


front-line position of the DNR, the 
employes who meet the public. 


While the primary job of the men is to 


audit catches for the DNR for survey- 
purposes rather than law enforcement, 
they are also ready, willing and able to 
ask questions. 


The most common queries involve fin 


clipping and tagging of fish. They also 
volunteer information on where fish are 
biting. 


With information compiled by these 


census clerks, the DNR can assess the 
success of fish planting and compile 
technical data to be used to improve and 
enlarge fishing programs. 


Federal aid is also available for rear- 


ing fish if a creel census clerk in hired 
and on duty. 


While checking catches, these men 


also check lamprey scarring and look 
for possible fungus diseases. 


The two men working the mid-Wis- 


consin and Door County area report 
scarring down, and point to that as 
evidence the state's lamprey control 
programs are working. 


Baumgart says he checked 20-50 fish 


daily, with some busy 10-hour work 
days running up to 200~fish checks. 


Most of the creel census clerks have 


completed their outside work for this 
year. But if you bump into one next 
season, don't feel he's trying to pry loose 
the secret of some fishing hole known 
only to you. 


He's only doing his job so fishing will 


be even greater in the future.

"Found in St. Paul's," and passed on 
from hand to hand. The date "1692" 
refers to the founding of Old St. Paul's 
parish, Baltimore's first church.

ed in church magazines, Reader's 
Digest and even the Mary Worth comic 
strip — often with the misleading at-

Urban Development agency (HUD). 


Early this month, HUD, in an 


unprecedented move, approved 120 
public housing units to be split even- 
tually between Neenah and Menasha 


Prevously the authorities had decid- 


ed fo ptss resolutions agreeing to 
cooperate m a public housing venture 
since mar-"dual applications had not 
received much attention 


Now, in addition to the cooperative 


venture, the authorities, of Friday, 
agreed to retain the same agent to find 
and get options of the sites for the 
low-income family units 


John Westgor, Neenah Housing 


Authority chairman, said today, that 
the two had agreed to retain the same 
agent at a meeting Friday afteinoon 
Earlier in the week, Gerald Wagner, 
Menasha authority chairman, had ap- 
pointed a committee of two to work 
with Neenah in finding an agent to put 
together the sites 


According to HUD's approval the 120 


units are split down the middle with 
each authority getting approval to 
build 30 units to house the elderly and 
30 units for low income family 


Although the projects will be con- 


structed individually in each city, the 
authonties are planning to work as a 
single entity with the cooperative effort 
extending to the same architectural 
consultant, turnkey developer and 
executive director to administer the 
projects after completion. 


To circumvent a lack of legislative 


authority, the twogroups have formed 
a Neenah-Menasha housing committee 
to carry out the joint project until the 
Wisconsin legislature passes a bill (to 
be introduced during the coming ses- 
sion) allowing housing authorities to

Majority of Angelican Synod 
backs ordination of women 


LONDON — Women should be 


qualified for ordination as Anglican 
priests, the majority of those attending 
the Church of England synod meeting 
here have indicated. 


The synod, consisting of about 30 


Anglican bishops meeting with 200 of 
its priests and elected representatives 
of the laity, voted to ask the British 
Parliament to give it the power to order 
its own doctrines and worshippers. 


Ever since the 1500's, when Henry 


VIII broke with Rome, Parliament has 
had the final say on Anglican liturgy. 
The synod held back, however, from 
asking for total control over the 
church's patterns 
of worship. It 


proposed leaving Parliament with 
residual control over the venerable 
Book of Common Prayers which dates 
from 1662. 


The Church of England has recently 


become more anxious for greater 
independence and self-government. An 
official commission proposed in 1970 
that Parliament's control over the 
church be sharply curtaiied, while at 
the same time preserving the historic 
relationship between the Church and 
the monarchy. 


But the ordination of women is 


without question the synod's major and 
most difficult issue. The sessions have 
been punctuated with numerous calls 
for calm discussion of this question and 
pleas not to confuse women's ordina- 
tion with women's lib. 


Although a majority of the synod 


appears to favor ordination of women, 
the issue is a sharply controversial one. 


Prebendary (honorary canon) Henry- 


Cooper said that the ministry was 
Christ's gift to the church and he cer- 
tainly chose no women. "I could not 
serve ... in the province of Canterbury 
if the archbishop started ordaining 
women, which I am sure he will not. I 
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should have to resign my holy orders," 
he said. 


Bishop Leslie Brown, of St. Ed- 


mundsbury and Ipswich became the 
first of many in favor of opening the 
doors to women. He emphasized that 
the reason for ordaining must be 
theological — because the synod 
members believe that God is giving 
them insights into the meaning of the 
new humanity in Christ. It would be 
wrong to and insulting to ordain 
women only because they could not get 
enough men, he said.

More control proposed 
by officials over police 


OSHKOSH, Wis. (AP) — A citizens' 


study group recommended Friday that 
state law should be changed eventually 
to permit direct control by elected of- 
ficials over law enforcement policies. 


The proposal was one of several 


calling for greater control of police by 
elected authorities. 


The recommendations came from the 


Public Safety Subcommittee of the Cit- 
izens Study Committee on Metropolit- 
an Problems. The full committee was 
meeting Friday and Saturday to finish 
its final report for Gov Patrick J. Lucey. 


The subcommittee said there should 


be an immediate change in the state law 
that gives police chiefs authority to 
regulate their departments and their 
rules so as to further strengthen the 
hand of elected officials. 


It called for repeal of the state law 


requiring police and fire commissions to 
be appointed to indefinite terms. 


The subcommittee said it is hard for 


the public to learn how police decisions 
are made and bv whom, caused by alack 
of control of municipal officials, the 
absence of formal 
policies within 


police departments and the laws which 
grant autonomv to police administra- 
tors. 


State asked 
to view jail

The state Department of Social Ser- 


vices and its Division of Corrections 
will be asked to issue a public approval 
of the j uvenile detention facilities in the 
new Outagamie County jaii. 


Outagamie Executive Alvin Woehlfcr 


and Sheriff Calvin Spice were for- 
mulating a letter Friday to be sent-to 
Wilbur Schmidt, secretary of the 
Department of Social Services, asking 
the action in the wake of criticism of 
the yet-unused facilities by the county 
Social Services Department and by 
County Judge R. Thomas Cane. 


Spice was particularly upset with 


criticism voiced by James Stampp, 
director of the county Department of 
Social Services, who admitted he had 
not personally inspected the new 
facilities, 
but 
had 
drawn 
his 


conclusions from reports from social 
workers. 


"It wouldn't take him two minutes to 


look at them," Spice said. "And he 
wouldn't even have to go outside to get 
there." Stampp's office is in the 
courthouse annex to which the new jail 
building is attached. 


Spice said the state has approved the 


plans for the facility and inspected 
"every nook and cranny" during cons- 
truction. 


Woehler charged that the attitude 


expressed by the social services 


department was another example of 
"changing philosophy overnight." He 
said he wanted someone from the state 
to come in and "tell us what their 
philosophy is." 


He also was critical of the timing of a 


proposal made by Cane that a juvenile 
facility outside the jail might be needed. 
"We just passed the budget last week 
and already they're talking of new, 
costly programs," the executive said. 


Spice said the juvenile facilities were 


not designed for the first offender-or 
soweon? wh" had committed ju^t a 
minor offense. "It's for the habitual 
offender," the sheriff said. He said few 
juveniles are put in detention for more 
than a few hours. "Even those picked 
up in the act of a burglary get released 
to their parents," he said. 


He added that about the only time a 


juvenile is kept in detention more than 
a day is when one is picked up on a 
Friday night and the juvenile court 
intake worker determines that he 
should be held in detention until ap- 
pearing in court on Monday. 


A public open house at the new jail 


facility is being planned for the third 
<week in December before the building 
goes into use. Prisoners are expected to 
be transferred from the old jail about 
Jan. 1.

Of the $105,000 surpulus from 1972, 


$28,000 is from federal revenue sharing, 
and the rest is from funds budgeted for 
park development this year, but not 
spent.

The Kimberly school district, which 


has lowered taxes for the last four 
years, also contributes to the village's 
stable budgeting.

Hospital adds to city's economy 


CLINTONVILLE — The employes of 


the Clintonvilie Community Hospital 
contributed well over a half million 
dollars to the economic growth of the 
city in 1972, Administrator RJ. Platte 
reported to members of the hospital 
association at their annual meeting this 
week. 


The hospital ranks number two in the 


city as an employer and will continue 
to grow upon completion of the medical 
complex, Platte said. 


In keeping with the hospital policy of 


further education in the field of health, 
the new classroom was opened this 
year and classes for 19 nursing assis- 
tants were conducted All graduated 
and were presented certificates in con- 
junction with the Fox Valley Technical 
Institute. Two expectant mothers' 
classes plus in-service instructions 


were directed by Mrs. Ada Kersten, 
R.N. 


The hospital is entering its third year 


in a building project that originally was 
scheduled for completion a long time 
ago. Because of weather conditions and 
strikes, it has been delayed beyond the 
completion date. 


The following statistics show the 


hospital's contribution to the economic 
growth to the city through its 
employes: 


For the period from Oct. J, 1971, to 


Sept. 30,1972, salaries to employes were 
$458,638 and salaries to physicians 
$71,448, for toatl of $529,856. The per- 
centages of salaries to total expenses of 
$919,393 was 57.7 per cent. 


There were 12,0£4 medical and sur- 


gical patient days and 673 obstetrical 
patient days for 12,757 total patient 
days. There were 559 nursery days. 


The average length of stay for 


medical and surgical was 5.8 days; for 
obstetncal, 3.7 days, and for nursery, 
3.4 days.

Senator Henry Jackson has announced that the Senate 


Interior Committee which he heads will hold hearings next 
month on national security implications of oil and gas imports. 


The senator is especially perturbed about the proposal to 


import considerable quantities of natural gas from the Soviet 
Union. He points out that "East Coast states already depend 
upon overseas sources for 90 per cent of their fuel oil and the 
latest projections show at least half of all our oil supplies coming 
from abroad by 1980." The arrangement with the Soviet Union, 
warns Jackson, "is remarkable in that the gas distributors would 
have to pay several times as much to foreign sources as the 
icuciai l u w c i ^umuusbiuii peiiiiii:> uieiu LU p«i^ uorutbUc 
producers." 


Oil is and has been for some decades a prime mover in the 


political relations of many nations. Obviously it was influential 
in British and French development of the Middle East and later 
demands for independence or at least a larger cut of the take by 
the people who live there. More recently oil finds in Latin 
America have encouraged North Americans to take a new look 
at our neighbors with the wish that things might have been 
handled differently in the past. Peru nationalized without 
compensation the American owned International Petroleum 
Company four years ago. Washington may grumble but more 
than twenty internationally owned oil companies have been 
dickering with the state owned Peruvian oil monopoly. New 
finds in the Peruvian Andes are estimated to be much more vast 
than the strikes in Ecuador. Latin American countries which 
have nationalized oil industries are obviously in a fine position 
to drive hard bargains. 


But the trouble is thit it is quite likely that the wells will 


eventually dry up and it won't matter much whether the United 
States pays a higher price to Algerians than to Texans. The 
known oil reserves are expected to be used up at the present rate 
of consumption by at least the middle of the next century or less 
than eighty years from now. New sources of energy must be 
found. 


But it is the immediate present and near future with which 


Senator Jackson's committee is currently concerned- The 
worries about oil supplies, the possible reliance upon foreign 
countries, the political insecurity in some of them, are very real. 
This accounts for some of the stress upon the need to develop 
Alaskan oil fields and a deaf ear to conservationist warnings, the 
bland approach of some oil companies to the dangers of 
pollution. Since President Nixon apparently did not approve of 
changes in the oil import policies recommended by his own 
Cabinet task force, the hearings before the Senate committee 
should prove interesting. 


Unrest in Thailand 


It was about a year ago that Field Marshal Thanom Kit- 


takachom declared martial law in Thailand. Conditions haven't 
changed very much in that lovely and relatively healthy land. 
Absolute control of the government has been a way of life for 
Thais for most of their history. 


Thailand used to have an absolute monarchy in which the 


king was supreme and divine. Life was probably much as it has 
been in other absolute monarchies, dependent upon the 
character of the monarch, from the sentimental idyll of The King 
and I to depravity by whim. When the monarchy was 
overthrown in 1932, the king continued to retain the aura of his 
office if not the power. The king and queen today are attractive, 
smart enough to keep quiet and to contribute their royal 
presence to the maintenance of law and order. 


The latter has become more difficult and it was one of the 


reasons for martial law. Terrorism was on the upswing, 
especially in the more remote areas, and some of it could be 
charged to Communist agitation. Other crimes of violence were 
up and in the last year 29 people have been executed by firing 
squads for crimes like rape and gun running — but the statistics 
of crime continue to grow. The presence of the United States is 
strongly felt through the rest and recreation leaves of our 
Southeast Asia based military although the numbers are fewer. 
Within the country there are doubts about Thailand's role in 
Vietnam, especially now with the American withdrawal. 
Thailand remains the principal location of air bases for U.S. 
bombing raids of North Vietnam. 


It isn't clear yet whether the stricter regime will make inroads 


of communism more or less likely. Thanon seized control also 
because of the hemming and hawing of parliament which was 
holding up what he felt to be necessary economic reforms. Rice 
exports have risen in the last year and the entire financial 
picture appears brighter. Communist or North Vietnamese 
appeals in this sector are not likely to find much success. 


But politically, rigid controls can lead to approval of national 


liberation armies even though their success will mean more rigid 
controls. Left alone, the people of Thailand might do well and 
stay happy and well fed on the same type of authoritarian 
government they have had for centuries. But facing the joint 
propaganda of communism and democracy, life may not be so 
calm. 


How the Bible looks on women 


A recent conference in Green Bay, "Women Alive," stressed 


the role of the American woman in Christian and Jewish 
religious organizations. It became obvious from the proceedings 
that the stereotype of the submissive "help mate" to man has 
been perpetuated over several centuries. 


The Joint Education Development of six Protestant churches 


has come to the same conclusion. Concerned especialKvwith the 
curriculum of church schools, JED at a recent meeting in 
Virginia called for the development of "ministries which enable 
persons, churches, and church agencies to deal responsibly with 
sexuality and familiar situations." 


Exploring the Biblical role of women, a study found that Old 


Testament women are often associated not only with "moral 
weakness" but "sexual wickedness," while New Testament 
women are mentioned approvingly when they are "passive, 
obedient, humble, waited and acted upon." They are not church 
leaders but providers of a clean meeting place. While boys are 
portrayed as "active, powerful, working in groups, brave. 
protective of women, adventurous and shaping their environ- 
ment" women are "waiting, weak, needing help, timid, alone, 
sick and unhappy." The portrait carries over into family life 
where mother expresses her love for her family by being out in 
the kitchen providing "constant service." Only at the teen level 
is a girl pictured as active, independent and accomplished. 


This is much the same as speakers at the Green Bay 


conference were suggesting. That it has been mirrored in the 
leadership of most Christian churches and Jewish synagogues 
until quite recently is obvious. It may have something to do with 
a lot of so-called "female complaints" of recent years which may 
be connected with identity search rather than hormonal upsets. 
Attitudes by and toward women and men can be responsible for 
everything from a school board hassle to male teen-age 
belligerence. 


It's well past time for the churches to reconsider the points of 


view they have been fostering over the decades. Men and 
women both have been responsible as they have acted and 
reacted to the demands of society and cultural background and 
growth.

Tunnel under English 
Channel still alive

LONDON (AP) — A 140-year-old 


scheme to bore a tunnel under the 
English Channel, linking London and 
Paris, may become a reality within the 
next decade. 


A 
recent 
British-French 
an- 


nouncement said the proposed tube 
would burrow 180 feet deep in the chalk 
below the channel seabed and run 
approximately 35 miles from a point 
between Dover and Folkestone on the 
English side to Sangatte near Calais on 
the French side. 


U. S. British and French financial 


houses are putting up money for the 
project which is expected to cost $896.7 
million, informed sources said. The 
target date for completion of the 
project is 1980. The rail journey 
through the tunnel would take 31 
minutes and the complete London to 
Paris train trip 2 hours and 40 minutes, 
slashing the time of the present boat 
train by 5 hours. 


The British and French transport 


ministers John Peyton and Robert 
Galley have signed an agreement with 
the banking groups, assuring govern- 
ment support for the technical and 
financial studies of the project. The 
studies are due to be completed in July 
1973 and construction is expected to get 
underway at that time.

Kevin Phillips 
Nixon's judicia 
flying wedge 


Dipping beneath the legalese of dis- 


sents and split decisions, a Pennsyl- 
vania law professor has compiled sta- 
tistics proving a most salient political 
point about the new U.S. Supreme 
Court: that President Nixon's four ap- 
pointees — Messrs. Burger, Blackmun, 
Rehnquist, and Powell — are function- 
ing as a tightly knit judicial flying 
wedge. With just one more man on 
their wing, the four Nixon Justices may 
just turn the nine-man court into a 
Capitol Hill echo of the White House. 


Chief Justice Warren Burger and his 


longtime friend, Justice Harry Black- 
mun, 
have for several years been 


peggedas the conservative "Minnesota 
Twins" of the nation's highest court. 
But in the December issue of Harper's, 
University of Pennsylvania Professor 
Paul Bender has produced figures to 
show that as of mid-1972, the two 
newest justices, William Rehnquist and 
Lewis Powell, have joined Burger and 
Blackrnun in forging an extraordinarily 
cohesive "Nixon Bloc" on the court. 


Get swing vote 


"Among some 90 decisions," Bender 


says, "Burger and Powell voted 
differently on the result in only seven 
cases, Burger and Rehnquist split in 
eight and Powell and Rehnquist in nine. 
The least solid member of the Nixon 
bloc was Blackmun, who differed with 
each of the other Nixon appointees in 
about a dozen of the cases." All in all, 
the professor argues, "the Nixon Jus- 
tices win twice as often as they lose," 
thanks to frequent support from one of 
the two "swing" justices, White and 
Stewart. Such is the solidarity of the 
Nixon bloc on vital issues that one 
more similarly minded appointee will 
lock up the decisionmaking process. 


Richard M. Nixon is the 
first 


President since Warren G. Harding to 
have had the chance of four Supreme 
Court appointments in his first term, 
and he has made the most of them. 
Warren Burger was wired into Nixon- 
John Mitchell political planning even 
before he ascended to the Chief Jus- 
ticeship, and the President's other three 
appointees all met strict conservative 
litmus tests. When the Rehnquist and 
Powell nominations were still in the 
mill, several liberal pundits offered the 
hope that the President would select 
men of eminent judicial qualifications 
and — note the caveat — "varying 
philosophical outlooks." They feared 
that the President would opt for a con- 
servative flying wedge, and they were 
right.

Roosevelt-era analogy, saying that 
New Deal Justices upheld individual 
rights while Nixon bloc justices are 
taking them away. Balderdash. It just 
depends on whose individual rights one 
is talking about. How about the rights 
of individuals to walk down streets now 
menaced by suspects whose convic- 
tions have been set aside because the 
police forgot to give them F. Lee 
Bailey's phone number and a pre-arrest 
chocolate bar? And how about the 
rights of the majority; Professor Bender 
is concerned —as were the Big Business 
judges of the Thirties — with the 
privileges of a minority fabricated 
through an extreme construction of the 
14th Amendment. 


Ten years hence, the Nixon justices

West opened the king of spades and 


South took the ace. Since South could 
now afford to draw exactly one round 
of trumps, he led out the ace of hearts. 


Declarer next led the singleton club 


toward dummy, hoping to win a trick 
with the king. East captured the king of 
clubs with the ace and returned a 
trump. 


This, incidentally, was why South 


hadn't drawn two rounds of trumps. It 
would permit an opponent to lead a 
third trump. As it was, only two rounds 
of trumps had been drawn and dummy 
still had two trumps. 


Now South took the king and ace of 


diamonds and ruffed a diamond in the 
dummy. He ruffed a club to get back to 
his hand and led his last diamond. For- 
tunately, East had to follow suit, and 
South was able to ruff his last diamond 
safely in the dummy. Now South could 
give up two spade tricks and take the 
rest, making his contract. 


If South had drawn three rounds of 


trumps, he would have been stuck with 
a losing diamond. It might have looked 
safe, but it would have cost him the 
contract.

Fox Valley 
employment 
earnings up 


There are 1,900 more persons 


working in Fox Valley industrial plants 
than a year ago, and those who are 
working are earning about $17 a week 
more now. 


According to statistics compiled by 


the Wisconsin Industry, Labor and 
Human Relations monthly publication, 
Wisconsin Work Force, the $174 a week 
earned by hourly workers in Calumet, 
Outagamie and Winnebago counties is 
seventh in the state, for the month of 
October. 


Kenosha is leading the pack of 12 


metropolitan statistical areas with 
workers there earning $215 a week. 


The state average is $176, a few cents 


above that of a month ago. This covers 
a half million workers throughout the 
state. 


Of those, 40,000 are employed locally 


which is 1,900 more than a year ago but 
about 100 less than in September as 
college students returned to classes and 
the construction trades began to cut 
down in anticipation of the winter 
season. 


Statewide the work force has eased 


back by about 8,000 workers during the 
past month although total employment 
has increased by 18,300 from a year ago, 
depicting somewhat of an economic 
recovery. 


On an hourly basis, Kenosha also 


leads with the workers there the only 
ones in the state earning more than $5 
an hour. The Fox Valley is about $1 
behind the state leader at $4.05 per hour 
which is 19 cents below the state 
average. 


Except 
for 
Manitowoc 
where 


employes are putting in 43.1 hours a 
week, the Valley industrial workers are 
spending an average of 43 hours a week 
on the job. 


Ranking ahead of the Fox Valley in 


terms of weekly pay are Kenosha, $215; 
Janesville, $198; Madison, $193; Mil- 
waukee, $190; Fond du Lac, $187; and 
Racine, $184. Lowest in the state is 
LaCrosse at $136.56.

NEENAH-MENASHA — The hous- 


ing authorities of the two cities have 
decided to join forces in retaining a real 
estate agent to acquire options for 
about 40 sites to locate low-income 
family 
housing which has 
been 


approved by the federal Housing and 
Urban Development agency (HUD). 


Early this month, HUD, in an 


unprecedented move, approved 120 
public housing units to be split even- 
tually between Neenah and Menasha. 


Previously the authorities had decid- 


ed to pass resolutions agreeing to 
cooperate in a public housing venture 


since individual applications had not 
received much attention. 


Now, in addition to the cooperative 


venture, the authorities, of Friday, 
agreed to retain the same agent to find 
and get options of the sites for the 
low-income family units. 


John Westgor, Neenah Housing 


Authority chairman, said today, that 
the two had agreed to retain the same 
agent at a meeting Friday afternoon. 
Earlier in the week, Gerald Wagner, 
Menasha authority chairman, had ap- 
p'ointed a committee of two to work 
with Neenah in finding an agent to put 
together the sites.

WINNECONNE — The Winneconne

Federal, state funding of 
welfare costs proposed 


OSHKOSH, Wis. (AP) — Funding 


public welfare costs entirely with state 
and federal money was recommended 
Friday by the Citizen's Study Commit- 
tee on Metropolitan Problems. 


The 21-member panel, which began a 


review of the first draft of its final report 
to Gov. Patrick Lucey, described the 
present method of financing welfare as 
unfair. 


Milwaukee County taxpayers paid 


more than $34 per capita in property 
taxes last year as their share of welfare 
costs, the committee pointed out, while 
Waukesha County taxpayers paid $9.50 
and Ozaukee County taxpayers $6.66. 


Full state responsibility for adminis- 


tering the entire welfare system was 
called for as a long range solution by the 
panel, while an immediate change in 
state law was urged to take adminis- 


tration of the general assistance 
program away from town, village and 
city governments and give it to coun- 
ties. 


Also endorsed was establishment of 


neighborhood service centers to 
decentralize the welfare system. 


The task force, in another area, called 


for a change in state law which would 
allow creation of county housing 
authorities with power to provide 
housing without 
any veto by 


municipalities. And it urged repeal of a 
state constitutional barrier against 
state purchase and sale of land for 
housing construction. 


Also recommended by the panel were 


more state funds for air and water 
pollution control, particularly to en- 
courage construction of regional con- 
trol facilities.

Nursing baby won't 
make breast droop 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Does breast 


feeding cause the bust to sag in later 
life? A friend and I were discussing it 
when I told her I was considering 
breast feeding. 


Her mouth fell open and she said, 


"Oh, 
you wouldn't. Why, by the time 


you are 35 or 40 you'll look like an old 
cow, with a big bust that hangs down to 
your waist." 


I'm not big busted now and have read 


in a magazine that breast feeding does 
not harm the bust. The article also gave 
some reasons why breast feeding is so 
good. Among others it gives the baby 
antibodies to protect it from diseases. 


I have seen a lot of women who did 


not breast feed their children and their 
breasts hang or sag terribly. What do 
you think? —Mrs. A.L. 


I throughly agree with you and with 


the article you read. There are all sorts 
of good reasons for breast feeding, and 
they include the emotional as well as 
physical health of baby, and to some 
degree mother. 


Breast feeding does not permanently 


alter breast size so as to cause sag later. 
True, the breasts enlarge temporarily 
during pregnancy but return to former 
size afterward — other things being 
equal. 


The breasts will droop if there is 


weight loss or a loss of supporting 
tissues as a woman grows older. Some 
experience this; others don't. Breast 
feeding isn't the factor that governs it. 


There are, indeed, plenty of women 


who have breastfed their babies and are 
not droopy, and there are others, as you 
have seen, who never did any breast 
feeding but have become droopy 
anyway. 


judgement, except that an orthopedist 
friend of mine did sleep on one and 
found it uncomfortable. 


I have no doubt others find them 


comfortable or they wouldn't be using 
them. 


The simplest answer for your son, I 


would think, would be to try a plywood 
bed board between his mattress and 
springs and see if that has any effect. 
Unsturdy mattresses can cause back 
pains. 


Persistent backache is not to be con- 


sidered lightly, and so, if it persists, it 
would be wise to have an Xray of his 
back and look for other causes than a 
weak mattress.

then let him use one and find out.

sleeps on a soft mattress and springs. 
He complains of backache. 


I can't convince him that a hard 


mattress would be much better for his 
back. Now he wants a water bed. 


He thinks that would be best. He is 


not a sound sleeper. What do you think 
of the water bed from a health stand- 
point?

MENASHA — For years, audiences 


have heralded the performance of 
Emlyn Williams as Dylan Thomas, cri- 
tics have raved of its theatrical quali- 
ties, and now, the Fox Valley com- 
munity has an opportunity to see for 
itself. 


On Thursday, at 8:15 p.m. the 


University of Wisconsin Center-Fox 
Valley Lecture and Fine Arts Commit- 


Thomas Growing Up". A legend in 
theater, the entertainment is devised 
from the stories of Dylan Thomas, 
Welsh-born writer who died in New 
York in 1953, at the young age of 39, 
and is recognized as one of the greatest 
poets of the century. 


For those who love Thomas, the 


Williams performance is a wonderful 
way to experience his literature. For 
those who are unfamiliar with Thomas, 
Williams introduces the audience to 
both the man and his works. It has been 
acclaimed as: "keen sense of theater", 
"gorgeous nonsense", "uproariously 
funny", 
"a 
revelation", 
and 


"thoroughly delightful." 


Thomas stories 


Most of the program is devised from 


Dylan Thomas stories, including: "Por- 
trait of the Artist as a Young Dog"; 
"Quite Early One Morning"; and 
"Prospect of the. Sea". Some of the 
program is devised by Williams based 
on his knowledge of the life of the poet. 


Williams, 
an 
established 
actor- 


playwright, 
also 
Welsh-born, 
was 


highly successful in a 1951 solo perfor- 
mance, "As Charles Dickens", in which 
he presented scenes from Dicken's 
novels. The performance took him to all 
corners of the world. 


It was when he took part, in 1954, in 


the first stage performance of "Under 
Milk Wood" that he realized how Dylan 
Thomas had been veering towards the 
theatre and how immeasurable further 
the theatre might have been enriched 
by his talents; and it became the actor's 
conviction that he should weave 
together, from the writer's other work, 
a theatrical entertainment — a second 
'one-man show.'

Growing Up was first presented at the 
Bath Festival, proceeding thence to 
highly successful seasons at the Glooe 
Theatre, London and to further world 
tours. 


Williams has starred in stage, screen 


and 
television 
performances 


throughout the world, many of which 
fie himself has written. Among these 
productions are: "A Murder Has Been 
Arranged"; "Night Must Fall", filmed 
first with Robert Montgomery and later 
with Albert Finney; "The Corn is 
Green" starring Sybil Thorndike in 
London, Ethel Barrymore throughout 
America, and filmed with Bette Davis; 
"TVio Mnrnino Qtpr-"- "TVio n^ninv 
Rest"; "Spring 1600"; and "Trespass."

He played in "The Winslow Boy", as 


Rattigan; "Montserrat", as Hellman. 
His films include "The Citadel"; "The 
Stars Look Down"; "Major Barbara"; 
"Hatter's Castle"; "The Last Days of 
Dolwyn", which he also directed, hav- 
ing written it for Edith Evans and 
Richard Burton; "Ivanhoe", and "I, 
Claudius", in which he played Caligula 
with Charles Laughton.

Waiting!'; "The Deep Blue Sea" (film, 
with Vivien Leigh); a season at Strat- 
ford Upon Avon (as Shylock, lago, 
Angelo); "Shadow of Heroes" (with 
Peggy Ashcroft); "The Wreck of the 
Marj' Deare" (film, with Gary Cooper); 
"Daughter of Silence" (New York); 
"Three" (plays by Pinter, Mortimer and 
Simpson). They include also his early

Caron); Lloyd George in "The Great 
War" (TV); Pope Pius XII in "The 
Deputy" (New York; an adaptation of 
"A Month in the Country" (in which he 
appeared with Ingrid Bergman and 
Michael Redgrave); an adaptation of 
"The Master Builder" presented by the 
National 
Theatre 
with 
Michael 


Redgrave and then Laurence Olivier; 
and a second book, "Beyond Belief, a 
'Chronirle of Murder and its Detec- 
tion.'
